REMARKS 


The  Collection  of  Relics  described  in  this  catalogue  is  one 
of  the  most  interesting  and  remarkable  that  we  have  had  the 
pleasure  of  offering  the  public  for  many  years,  and,  being  associ- 
ated with  Benjamin  Franklin,  and  other  eminent  men  of  the 
past,  makes  them  of  intense  historical  interest.  The  articles 
which  belonged  personally  to  Benjamin  Franklin  were  left-by 
him  at  his  death  to  his  daughter  Sarah,  sometimes  called  "  Sally." 
Their  history  and  ownership  is  traceable  through  the  direct  de- 
scendants of  Benjamin  Franklin,  as  follows: 

Sarah  (or  Sally)  Franklin  married  Richard  Bache,  of  Phila- 
delphia. Their  daughter,  Deborah,  married  William  J.  Duane, 
Esq.,  an  eminent  Philadelphia  lawyer,  who  was  appointed  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  by  President  Andrew  Jackson,  in  1833, 
who  dismissed  him  because  he  refused  to  obey  the  President's 
instructions  to  withdraw  at  once  the  government's  deposits; horn 
the  Bank  of  the  United  States.  Mr.  Duane  was  the  attorney  for 
Stephen  Girard  and  drew  the  Girard  will.  On  the  death  of 
Mr.  Duane's  wife  (Deborah  Bache)  the  Franklin  articles  and^the 
various  autograph  letters  to  William  J.  Duane,  and  other  papers 
herein  described,  were  left  to  her  daughter,  Elizabeth,  wife 
of  Major  A.  H.  Gillespie,  well  known  in  Philadelphia  as  Mrs. 
E.  D.  Gillespie.  At  Mrs.  Gillespie's  death  they  passedfto  her 
daughter,  the  late  Ellen  Duane  Davis,  of  whose  estate  they  are 
now  a  part. 

The  other  relics  in  this  catalogue  are  from  various  sources, 
and  include  the  celebrated  ivory  miniature  of  Washington, 
by  Charles  Willson  Peale,  this  comes  direct  from  the  Peale 
family,  and  tradition  has  it  that  Peale  painted  it  for  himself. 
From  the  same  source  we  have  the  double  brooch  of  James  Peale 
and  his  wife,  painted  by  himself,  whose  reputation  as  a  mini- 
aturist is  so  high  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  us  to  mention  the  ex- 
cellence of  the  work.    There  is  also  an  oval  profile  pastel  of  Dr. 


Philip  Syng  Physick,  by  James  Sharpless,  being  one  of  the  group 
of  other  similar  portraits  which  hang  in  the  State  House  Mu- 
seum at  Philadelphia.  From  the  estate  of  General  Anthony  Wayne 
we  have  a  very  handsomely  carved  Chippendale  arm  chair.  A 
small  portrait  on  panel  of  his  brother,  Colonel  Isaac  Wayne, 
and  other  relics  from  the  same  source. 

Among  the  manuscripts  and  autograph  letters  will  be  found 
many  of  intense  historical  interest,  such  as  the  whole  of  the 
autograph  manuscript,  signed,  of  Hawthorne's  most  popular 
book,  entitled,  "The  Tanglewood  Tales"  (this  is  said  to  be  the 
finest  manuscript  of  Hawthorne's  extant),  Duane's  autograph 
notes  or  minutes  of  the  executors  of  Girard's  will,  letters  from 
Benjamin  Franklin,  Sally  Franklin,  Richard  Bache,  and  other 
members  of  the  Franklin  family,  letters  of  the  presidents,  gener- 
als, authors,  statesmen,  &c.

Benjamin  Franklin.  A  Miniature  on  Ivory,  head  nearly- 
full  face,  with  the  traditional  fur-collared  coat.  Exquisitely 
executed  by  Joseph-Siffrein  Duplessis.  under  ordrr  of  King 
Louis  XVI  of  France,  during  Franklin's  residence  in  that 
Kingdom,  about  1782,  and  presented  by  the  King  to 
Franklin  for  his  wife  and  family.  According  to  Franklin's 
daughter,  the  painting  was  made  at  the  same  time  as  the 
customary  complimentary  miniature  of  the  King  liimself, 
which  was  presented  to  Franklin  upon  his  departure  from 
France  in  1785.  (See  John  T.  Morse,  Jr.'s  Life  of  Franklin, , 
page  395,  American  Statesmen  Series.) 

The  Miniature  is  in  the  original  ornamented  solid  gold 
frame,  unaltered  except  for  the  addition  of  a  gold  back,  . 
done  by  the  order  of  William  J  Duane,  to  replace  the  for- 
mer insecure  fastening  of  a  pin,  and  has  engraved  in  the 
centre  a  facsimile  of  Franklin's  autograph.  The  painting 
is,  of  course,  a  work  of  exquisite  art,  and  said  by  Franklin's 
daughter  to  be  a  most  exact  and  authentic  likeness  of  the 
great  philosopher.  It  has  become  a  familiar  portrait  to 
Americans  through  the  copy  of  tlie  painting  in  oil  by  J.  B. 
Longacre  from  the  Duplessis  miniature,  which  was  engravedi": 
by  R.  W.  Dodson.    See  plate. 

Portrait  of  Franklin*s  Son 

Francis  Folger  Franklin.      The  only  legitimate  son  of 
Benjamin  Franklin.    Portrait  in  oil  on  canvas  of  a  child 
about  four  years'  old,  sitting  in  the  open.     Height,  33  in.;:, 
width,  25  in.

Francis  Folger  Fra?iklifi  died  at  the  age  of  four  years^ 
and  was  buried,  tvith  his  parents,  in  Christ  Church  burying 
ground  in  Philadelphia.     This  is  the  only  portrait  of  him. 
The  artist  is  unknotvn,  and  although  it  has  been  photographed 
often  it  has  never  been  copied.

This  clock  was  purchased  in  England  by  Dr.  Frank- 
lin, and  sent  to  America  as  a  gift  to  his  wife,  who  deferred 
placing  it  in  the  Franklin  house  until  her  husband  returned  to 
select  personally  its  location.  Franklin  was  accustomed  to 
'wind  the  clock  himself,  tvhich  has  been  in  continuous  use,  and 
still  keeps  excellent  iniie.  Upon  the  door  is  a  silver  plate 
bearing  the  inscription,  "  B.  Franklin."  The  case  is  very 
artistic  in  shape,  and  in  first  rate  order.

Who  J.  Lacon,  the  artist,  zvas, 
zve  can  find  no  troce,  but  it  has  been  surmised  that  he  zvas  a 
Frenchman ,  captured  by  the  British  under  command  of  Wash- 
ington in  the  French  and  Indian  zvar ;  and  that,  taking  a 
fancy  to  Col.  Washington,  he  amused  himsilf  painting  this 
portrait.  It  is  a  zvell-knozvn  fact  that  many  of  the  French 
soldiers  sent  to  this  country  at  that  time  had  atti.stic  ability  of 
no  mean  calibre.

The  President  understands  the  Sect'y  of  the  Treasury  to  concur
